WHEREAS, Jesse Vazquez was highly respected as the area

sales manager at Performance Food Group; he was also employed

by the City of Aurora in the Youth Activity Department; he had

over 15 years of experience in the insurance industry; and

WHEREAS, Jesse Vazquez represented District 8 on the Kane

County Board; while on the board, he served on the Committee of

the Whole, the Agriculture Committee, the Energy and

Environmental Committee, the Jobs Committee, the Legislative

Committee, the Public Health Committee, and the Public Service

Committee; he worked for Congressman George E. Sangmeister as

his Aurora office manager; and

WHEREAS, Jesse Vazquez was a member of the Board of

Directors of the Greater Aurora Chamber of Commerce and a
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former President of INC Boards, NFP (formerly Mental Health and

Mental Retardation Services, Inc.); he also served on the East

in Health (Companeros en Salud); and
